INDIANS IN WAR-PAINT. 


Two Bands of Apaches Leave the San 
Carlos Reservation. 

Tucsox, Ari., Sept. 25.—The most intense 
excitement prevails in this city over a re- 
ported outbreak of the San Carlos Apache 
indians. A courier arrived at Pantano at 
noon today notifying all settlers in the valley 
that two bands had left the reservation and 
were marching south. This is supposed to 
be the resultof the killing of Horton, the 
post-trader, who was murdered by an 
Indian yesterday, and intense excitement 
prevails along the valley. The outbreak 
bids fair to be of a very serious character. 
Already two bands are reported to be out, 
and if such is the case the destruction of 
life ana property will be great. Eskimizin’s 
hand will most surely join forces with the 
San Carlos Apaches, and thus make a force 
of nearly 200 well-armed and equipped hos- 
tiles. No news has been received either at 
Benson or Willcox. Many do not believe that 
the outbreak is as serious as repo but 
dread any kind of one. Messages have been 
sent in all directions, notifying the people to 
gather in all their stock, and the wildest ru- 
mors are in circulation, none of which can 
be traced to a reliable foundation. The peo- 
ple around Florence are in a great state of 
excitement, fearing an outbreak there. 

San FRANCI Cal., Sept. 25.—Telegrams 
from Arizona with reference to the reported 
outbreak are conflicting. Latest advices, 
however, state that the report of the out- 
break is without foundaton. 

Nogaes, Ari., Sept. 25.—Frivate tele- 
grams received here state that the major por- 
tion of the indians on the San Carlos Reser- 
vation have gone on the warpath.

LEFT $800,000 FOR A COLLEGE. 


Senator McMaster’s Bequest to the College 
Named After Him. 

TORONTO, Ont., Sept. 2%.—[Special.]—Senator 
McMaster’s funeral yesterday afternoon was at- 
tended by ministers and prominent members of 
the Baptist Church from all parts of tne prov- 
ince. There was alsoa large representation of 
the clergy and laity of other denominations. By 
the Senator's will the property, both personal 
and real, is stated to be worth $1,200,000. He 
leaves $340,000 to his nephew. J. S. McMaster, 
London, England; an annuity of $2,000 a year to 
the Home Missionary Society of the Baptist 
Church for the support of the general superin- 
tendent; and, after providing for relatives, leaves 
the balance of the estate, amounting to $800,000, 
in trust as an endowment for McMaster Uni- 
versity, Toronto. Du his life he spent $200,- 
000 on this institution, which is known as Mo- 
Master Hall, a Baptist college.

PROHIBITION ARRAIGNED. 


ADPRESS OF INDEPENDENT REPUB- 
LICANS OF POLK COUNTY, IOWA. 


To the Namber of Over Eight Hundred 
They Unite in Asking a Repeal of Pro- 
hibition and the Enactment of High- 
License Laws—The Alleged Evils of the 
Present Law Shown—President Cleve- 


land Warned Not to Flirt with “ Oppo- 
sition Papers ”—Other Political Affairs. 
Des Mornzs, Ia., Sept. 25.—[Special. |The 
Independent Republicans of this -city, who 
are running separate candidates for the Leg- 
islature on a platform of repeal prohibition 
and the substitution of high license and local 
option, today issued an address to the Repub- 
licans of the State, stating the reason of 
their course and ‘inviting their codperation. 
The address commences by affirming that 
those who make it adhere to the 
Repubhean party and to all of its 
principles, differing only as to the 
better methoa of suppressing the evils of in- 
temperance. They say that after a fair trial, 
under as favorable circumstances as could be 
possible in any city, they honestly and most 
emphatically believe that the present prohib- 
itory law is an unwise measure with 
serious attendant evils, that “as en- 
forced in Des Moines it is a failure, 
and that it cannot de practically 
enforced so as to obtain the results thereby 
sought.“ The signers of the address then 
give some of the principal objections they 
have to the prohibitory law as enforced in 
Des Moines. They state that in this county 
since Jan. 1, 1886, Justices of the Peace 
have issued 4,600 search warrants. Of this 
number 1,600 were returned in which liquors 
were found and 3,000 were returned in which 
no liquors were found. A large number of 
these searches are made only for the pecu- 
niary profit of constabies of the outside 
townships. As an illustration the case is 
cited of one Justice in this county who had 
taxed up costs in one transcript 192 
warrants, all of which were 
returned nothing found.” For this the 
constable and justice fees cost the county 
$800. The address states that a conservative 
estimate of the minimum cost of the coun 
courts in liquor prosecutions since Jan. 
1886, is $150,000. In one docket alone 
of the District Court there are 
liquor cases which have cost, or will 
cost, the county from $20,000 to $35,- 
000. Several instances of alleged outrages 
perpetrated by constables who were search- 
ing for liquors are then cited. Homes have 
been broken open, sick women hauied from 
their beds on the pretext that liquor was 
concealed about the bedding, ble 
citizens have been locked up in jail on sus- 
picion, lodge rooms violentiy entered, per- 
sons shot on slight provocation, fire-arms 
emplo in intimidating people, and other 
acts of lawlesness done. | 
The address then passes to a review of the 
business condition of Des Moines since pro- 
hibition was put in force. The sperous 
condition of the city in July, 1884, is men- 
tioned, when the town was ‘booming, rents 
were high, and city improvements were go- 
ing on rapidly. The ad roceeds to 


state that now while liquor is sold cel andes- 
tinely there is ttle decrease in 
the amount. It says ‘that while 
the doors of many of the saloons on 


principal streets have been closed, the traffic 
is continued. The assertion is made that 
there are as 


many places on West Fourth 
street where liquor can be bought as there 
were July 3, 1 the day before the law 
went into effect. Since Jan. 1, 1887,

that this does not represent more than 75 per 
cent of the amount actually sold, and that 
the rest has been smuggled into town under 
various disguises. The address says that as 
regards beer, it is believed that 500 car-loads 
have been shipped into the county be- 
tween Jan. 1. 1886, and Sept. 1, 1887, 
all manufactured from the products 
of other States. This represents about 150,- 
000 cases, or ten cases for every family in the 
county. The inference is therefore drawn 
that “neither the importation nor the con- 
sumption of liquors is prohibited.” The loss 
to this community of the International Dis- 
tillery is then cited. It is stated that this in- 
dustry made the local price of corn 
three or four cents higher per bushel 
than shippers would pay for the Chi- 
cago markets, thereby establishing a 
‘better rate for home consumption. This en- 
terprise used over an average of 3,000 bushels 
of corn daily and gave employment to hun- 
dreds of mechanics, had a pay-roll of $125,000 
yearly, and fed from 2, 
making a market for 1,500 tons of hay per 
annum. This enterprise, by decree of the 
court, is suppressed as the saloons. 

The statement is further made that prohi- 
bition has driven hundreds of its citizens 
from Des Moines leaving a large number of 
dwelling houses and store rooms for rent, 
while real estate and rents have fallen from 
20 per cent to 886 per cent, and taxes have 
been increased per cent. The city, it 
stated, has met with a backset and busine 
depression on account of prohibition, which 
cannot be laid to poor crops and general 

times. The signers of the ad- 

dress say that between 800 and 
900 substantial citizens have joined in 
this protest, and several hundred others 
sympathize with the movement though they 
have not been solicited to sign the paper. 
The address has created additional interest 
in the independent movement, and it is ex- 
by the leaders of it here that it will

GEORGE FRANCIS TRAIN’S LECTURE. 


He Announces that if the Anarchists Hang 
He Will Destroy the Republic. 

New York, Sept. %.—(Special.)—George 
Francis Train tonight carried out his threat of 
emerging from the almost complete seclusion 
which has for some twelve years kept him from 
the public gaze, and for two hours supplied un- 
deniable amusement to a small audience in Web- 
ster Hall. The announcement had been made 
that Mr. Train would protest against the hanging 
of the Chicago Anarchists, and consequently a 
large proportion of the audience was of the An- 
archist stripe. The rest were people who had 
come from curiosity. Mr. Train said his presence 


was due to the influence of four brave 
women—Mrs. W. P. Black, wife of 
counsel of the condemned Anarchists; Mrs. 


Parsons, the mulatto wife of oae of the convicts; 
Nifia Van Zandt, the wife by proxyof August 
Spies: and Mrs. Col. Hinton. His speech was 
rambling and somewhat incoherent. Referring 
to the killing of the policemen in Chicago, Mr. 
Train said he would have fired all the bombs 
he could” had he been there. He explained 
that he wanted the money result from the 
lecture to be spent in buying terrapin, canvas- 
back duck, blue int oysters, clams, turkey, 
champagne, and other delicacies for the wives 
and children of the doomed Anarchists. He fol- 
lowed that up with a poem which he wrote in the 
County Jail in Chicago, and then told how he had 
prophesied the great Chicago fire. 

Suddenly returning to the Chicago Anarchists 
he said: “You have a right to carry a pistol, 
and if any one is going to interfere with you blow 
his brains out. All those in favor of that say 
aye.

Dur- 
ing this time their food consisted 2 of 
two small seals and the leather of their 
boots. The weather was bitterly cold, and 
their hands, feet, ears, and noses became 
frozen and dro off, When the boats 
finally reached the shore only five of the 
eighteen men composi their crews re- 
mained, and of these Vincent was the only 
one who was able to walk. Two of the men 
who landed died shortly after going ashore, 
and the natives reported that the survivors 
ate their flesh. Vincent, the mate, and a 
sailor then alone remained. The two latter 
succumbed to death the first winter, and 
Vincent was left among the natives. He had 
lived with the Indians for two vears and a 
half, and when at last succored by Capt. 
Healy he was a most pitiable specimen of 
humanity.

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A MEETING BROKEN UP BY ENGLAND'S

Without Notice to Disperse Citizens Listen- 
ing to an Address by Dr. Tauner Are 
Brutally Beaten — O’Brien Eludes the 
Vigilance of the Authorities and Breathes 
Deflance Against His Persecutors—Bis- 
marck and Kalnoky Fail to Agree Re- 
garding Bulgaria. 

Fermoy, Sept. 25.—Dr. Tanner, Irish Na- 
tionalist member of Parliament, in response 
to the demands of a crowd. made a speech 
today from the balcony of his hotel.

The crowd stoned 
the police, many of whom received severe im- 
juries. The police used their batons and in- 
jured fourteen persons, who were nearly all 
conveyed to the hospital Dr. Tanner min- 
gied with the combatants and had his hat 
smashed by a baton. Father O’Callighan 
says that Dr. Tanner had been speaking only 
for five minutes when the police appeared. 
They did not request the people to 
disperse nor did they read the riot 
act, but without notice they charged 
upon the crowd, batonning men right and left. 
The disorder was over at 1lo’clock. After 
that hour eight constables clubbed a man 
named O’Leary, who was quietly proceeding 
home. It was O’Leary who identified Doran 
as the constable who shot Lonergan at Miton- 
elistown: The priests had secured an order 
on the police removing their swords. Stones 
were afterwards thrown, injuring many con- 
stables. The mob clubbed the police brought 
from Mitchelistown, and pelted them with 
stones and bottles. Some were disabled.

Loxpon, Sept. 24—[New York World Ca- 
ble.

It is something over eight me- 
tres in length, two deep, and with a capacity 
of five tons.

The statue is in bronze 
and stands five metres high, surrounded by 
four allegoric figures, each four metres high, rep- 
resen Justice.

gary and Austria. The monument is the work of 

Hungarian sculptor M. Huisar, who died 
two years ago, and presents a striking contrast 
to the Cofly statue of Count 8.

The Rev. Joseph Hartmann. 1 

The Rev. Joseph Hartmann, one of the 
first Evangelical pastors who labored in Chi- 
cago, who had served the St. Paul’s United 
Evangelical Church for thirty-four years, died 
rather suddenly early yesterday morning. 
Mr. Hartmann retired from the church he 
had built up and ministered to for so longa 
term Jan. 1, 1886.

tion became serious. Last Monday he went 
to the house of his daughter, Mrs. Talitha 
Baur, No. 308 Webster avenue. Here he im- 
proved greatly and Saturday evening was 
up. He went to bed about 11 o’clock gpd at 
4:80 called loudly for his daughter, and five 
minutes afterwards breathed his last. The 
funeral will take place Tuesda 
Paul’s Church, from which the 
tége will start for Graceland. 

[The Rev. Joseph Hartmann was born Sept. 
18, 1824, at Bornheim, Germany. His father, 
Jacob Hartmann, was a brickmaker. He re- 
ceived his general classical education at the Uni- 
versity of Speyer and Zweibruecken, and his the- 
ological at, University of Bonn, Rhenish 
Prussia, and at the University of Utrecht, Hol- 
land. In 1849, accompanied by his wife, he came 
to America. In the fall of the same year he was 
examined and ordained at the conference of the 
German Evangelical Synod at Cleveland, O. His 
first charge was at West Turin, Lewis County, 
N. V. Two years afterwards he came to Uhica- 
gece tor to St. Paul's Evangelical United 

urch, La Salle avenue and Ohio street, 

which he served continuously until his final re- 
tirement from the ministry. Mr. Hartmann was 
twice married. His first wife was Miss Eva 
Margeret Obenhauer of Oberhochstadt, Rhein- 
pfalz, Germany, by whom he had six children; 

One daughter 
now only survives, Mra, Baur, at whose house 
he died. Dr. Zimmerman, German Su u- 
tendent of Public Schools, is also a son-in-law of 
the deceased, he having married a daughter, who 
was killedin a railway accident about fifteen 
ears ago.

CAUSE OF THE DEPRESSION

DRAIN OF MONEY WESTWARD MAKES 
IT SCARCE IN. NEW YORK. 

The Banks Left with Dépleted Coffers at a 
Time When They Needed Money Most— 
The Building of Railroads Also a Fac. 
tor in the Case— The Treasury the Only 

Institution with Spare Cash on Hand 
Temporary Exhaustion of the Invest- 


ment Surplus. 

New York, Sept. 24.—[Special.]—The Times’ 
financial article says: The growing public 
interest in financial affairs is attested by the 
large space given up to their discussion in 
the newspapers. In the period of the great 
decline from 1881 there were occasions when 


they received a good deal of notice, generally 
when some severe fall in the stock market 
shook up the financial community, but the 
tone of comment then was in marked distinc- 
tion from what itis now. At that time it 
seemed as if nine men out of ten were deeply 
convinced that the shrinkage was due solely 
and absolutely to Wall street bears, and it 
was actually proposed at one time to make 
selling stocks for a fall a ocrim- 
nal offense. Today one sees little about 
bears and their short sales; the 
discussions go.to real causes. Wide differ- 
ences of opinion exist, rather as to remedies 
than to causes, but the field of view is en- 
larged and stock exchange operations are set 
in their light—that is, as effects of outside 
conditions, It seems to be substantially 
agreed that the scarcity of money at this 
centre which forced the banks to severely 
curtail their discounts is not a consequence 
of Treasury accumulations, as it was at first 
hastily asserted to be, but is a consequence 
of a continuous drain of money to the in- 
terior. This drain having lasted through that 
period of the year when money should be 


flowing this way and filling up the bank 
Vaults, the banks were left depleted at the 
time when the customary large demands 
came upon them for the fall movement of 
the crops. In this emergency the 
bank managers were driven in self- 
defense to refuse discounts and to 
call loans. Hence the high rates at which 
commercial paper has been negotiated and 
the difficulty with which it has been nego- 
tiated at all, and the severe discrimination 
exercised about the collaterals for call loans 
in Wall street. The appeal to the Treasury 
for help followed naturally enough, for the 
Treasury Department was the only fiscal in- 
stitution which had any considerable amount 
of spare money. It was stated last week 
that whatever help the Treasury could give 
could be only temporary in its effects; but 
this temporary relief may be the one thing 
needed to avert a severe crisis. It appears 
to have done so, for it is undeniable that at 
least in so faras Wall street is concerned 
there is a much easier f about monev 
and acute apprehensions of a panic have 
passed away. . 

‘Obviously, however, there were causes for 
the failure of the money current to flow this 
way at the time it sho have done. If the 
diagnosis of these causes has been correct, it 
must follow that decline of prices in Wali 
street will continve until & level is reached 
which fully discounts them. How near we 
are to that level now may be left to others to 

ess, for it is only guessing at the best. 
Ar. Henry V. Poor, in his letter to the Presi- 
dent, reasons that the money did not come 
back because of the immense railroad build- 
ing being done. He says that at the close of 
the last year plans were made for the con-

fore in a single year. At $20,000 a mile (a low 
estimate) this called for the expenditure of 
$340,000,000. Last year 9,000 miles were built, 
so that in the two years %1,000 miles have 
been constructed at a cost of 6420, 000, 000. Of 
the mileage planned for this year about one- 
half has been finished andthe rest is under 
way. This explains one of, the sources of the 
continuous drain of money. There is not 
less money in the country than there was two 

ears ago, or less in circulation; there is, in 

act, considerably more. We are importing 
money every week; the Treasury has issued 
about $70,000,000 in the last year; there 
is about $25,000,000 less in the Treas- 
ury vaults than there was a year 
about this time, and the New York banks 
have about $35,000,000 less surplus now than 
they had in September, 1885. All this money 
has been and is now spread over the country, 
while more is being called for to continue the 
building operations West, to support the 
real-estate speculations there, and to make 
the exchunges—that is, keep general trade 
active. Hence the banks at this centre have 
never had a chance to fili up their reserves 
against the time when the increased de- 
mands for money should come upon them for 
the crop movement. A glance at a compara- 
tive table of the bank statements shows that 
the diffusion process has been increasing for 
three years, producing finally that stringency 
here which the Treasury had to be called 
upon to relieve. 

The relief has been given, and the question 
naturally follows whether the diffusion is to 
continue. This vi affects Wall street.

In times 
of dull trade and general depression easy 
money makes the carrying of securities 
cheap, and thereb ves the market its 
strongest support; in flush times, when busi- 
ness is booming, the corrective of overspecu- 
lation is the demand for money, which makes 
it dear and hard to get. These are laws of 
trade which operate to keep it in a healthy 
condition.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. B. — Tue following is 
the weather-crop bulletin issued by the Signal 
Office for the week ending Sept. 2, 1887: The 
weather has been colder than usual in the dis- 
tricts east of the Mississippi and on the North 
Pacific coast, the greatest departures from = the 
normal occurring in the States bordering on the 
Lower Lakes and on the South Atlantic and 
North Pacific coasts, where the daily average 
temperature was about 8° below the normal.
